About  the  . . . 

Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 


Since  the  players  at  the  Esplanade  Concerts  are  a part  of  the  personnel 
of  110  which  comprise  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  it  is  worth  con- 
sidering that  the  concerts  you  are  now  hearing  are  one  of  the  many  musical 
good  fortunes  which  derive  from  the  presence  in  one’s  community  of  one 
of  the  greatest  symphony  orchestras. 

For  more  than  fifty  years  Boston  has  had  in  its  midst  this  large  group  of 
the  finest  musicians,  many  of  them  incomparable  virtuosi.  They  impart  their 
skill  by  teaching  and  give  delight  by  their  playing.  More  than  one  hundred 
thousand  people  enjoyed  the  Symphony  Hall  Pop  Concerts  this  spring.  Now 
comes  the  summer  season  on  the  Esplanade,  to  be  followed  in  the  autumn 
and  winter  by  sixty  Symphony  concerts  to  be  given  by  the  full  orchestra 
under  the  inspired  leadership  of  Dr.  Koussevitzky.  The  long  association  of 
such  a leader  and  such  an  orchestra  has  resulted  in  concerts  which  are 
celebrated  throughout  the  world. 


The  coming  (fifty-fourth)  season  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
will  open  in  Symphony  Hall  on  October  12  and  13.  There  will  be,  as  usual, 
two  series  of  six  concerts  each,  on  Monday  evenings  and  Tuesday  afternoons, 
and  two  longer  series  of  twenty-four  concerts  each  on  Friday  afternoons 
and  Saturday  evenings.  The  Tuesday  series,  Dr.  Koussevitzky  will  devote 
to  three  composers — Schubert,  Schumann,  and  Brahms;  the  Monday  evening 
series  to  standard  masterpieces  of  the  orchestral  repertory.  Famous  soloists 
and  works  of  special  importance  for  the  longer  series  will  be  announced 
early  in  September. 

If  you  are  not  already  a regular  attendant  at  these  winter  concerts, 
you  are  invited  to  inquire  at  the  Subscription  Office  in  Symphony  Hall, 
which  is  kept  open  daily  from  9 A.M.  (Saturdays  9 a.m.  to  12  noon). 

Season  tickets  vary  ail  the  way  from  $6  to  $100,  depending  upon  the 
number  of  concerts  and  the  location  of  the  seats.  Fortunately,  Symphony 
Hall  s perfect  acoustics  makes  the  location  relatively  unimportant.

rowth  . . . 

In  1881,  there  was  established  the  first  permanent  symphony  orchestra 
in  the  United  States.  Almost  immediately  this  orchestra,  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra,  doubled  its  Boston  season  of  twenty-four  Saturday  concerts,  and 
added  other  symphony  concerts  in  New  England  and  near-by  States,  extend- 
ing its  symphony  season  to  thirty  weeks. 

In  1885  the  Orchestra’s  sphere  was  again  widened  by  the  addition  of 
about  sixty  “Pop”  concerts  each  spring,  increasing  Boston’s  musical  season  to 
forty  weeks. 

Throughout  the  following  years,  the  demand  for  symphony  concerts  by 
this  Orchestra,  both  in  Boston  and  in  outside  cities,  has  increased  the  schedule 
of  concerts  until  now  the  Boston  Symphony  has  four  series  in  Boston,  two  in 
New  York,  and  a series  in  each  of  the  following  cities:  Brooklyn,  Washing- 
ton, Baltimore,  Providence  and  Cambridge,  besides  a number  of  single 
appearances  in  widely  separated  cities. 

New  friends  for  the  Orchestra  were  made  throughout  the  musical  world 
when  the  first  excellent  recordings  were  made  by  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  as  early  as  1916,  and  more  recently  by  additional  records  under 
Dr.  Koussevitzky  and  by  radio  broadcasts. 

The  concert  you  are  listening  to  tonight  is  by  about  fifty  of  the  one 
hundred  ten  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony.  This  latest  widening  of  the 
Orchestra’s  horizon  is  the  result  of  the  enterprise  and  capacities  of  Mr. 
Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  generosity  of  many  music  lovers. 

Whether  your  introduction  to  symphonic  music  comes  from  the  Orches- 
tra’s records,  or  its  occasional  broadcasts,  or  its  Pops  concerts,  or  from  the 
Esplanade,  you  will  wish  to  hear  the  full  Orchestra  in  its  ideal  home  under 
its  regular  conductor.  Subscribers  for  one  or  more  of  the  four  series  of 
symphony  concerts  given  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  under  Dr. 
Serge  Koussevitzky  have  found  a source  of  entertainment  and  inspiration  for 
which  there  is  no  possible  substitute.
